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British Naval Experts Believe 
the Japanese Succeeded in

| ONDON, February 25.—Naval 


experts here are of the opinion 

that the Japanese fleet has 
succeeded in bottling the Russian 
squadron in Port Arthur and that the 
latter’s effectiveness as a fighting 
machine is gone. 

The experts base their opinion on 
the fact that the stone-laden barges 
sent In by the Japanese were sunk 
by the Russian fire at or near the 
mouth of the harbor and must prove 
an insurmountable obstruction to the 
egress of such ships as make up the 
Port Arthur squadron. 

if the Japanese have succeeded, as 
is believed here, in their design of 
blocking the harbor entrance, the fall 
of Port Arthur must follow before a 
great while. 

In all quarters there is extravagant 
praise of the manner in which the 
Japanese carried out their plan. 

The British foreign office has re- 
ceived an official dispatch saying that 
not one of the Japanese torpedo boats 


was injured in the attack on Port 
Arthur on Wednesday, February 24.

Paris, February 25.—I learn today on 
the highest authority that the end of 
last week brought about what might well 
have been a serious crisis in the interna- 
tional Situation; it also accounts to a 
considerable extent for the financial panio 
Saturday in Paris. 

At the close of last week Russia for- 
mally notified the powers, France in- 
cluded, that in view of what had hap- 
pened in Korea she could no longer con- 
sider as valid the neutrality of that 
country. This, of course, if Korea be se- 
Tiously regarded as a world power, would 
have made Russia at war with two na- 
tions and might thus have brought intw 
force the alliance with France. France, 
however, desiroug that the new situation 
might not affect the understanding with 
Great Britain in regard to the Far East 
and anxious at once to notify this to 
London, communicated by special mes- 
senger with the British government which 
returned an equally cordial prompt reply. 
As it is, Japan has replied to Russia's 
netification by declaration which virtually

Tokio, February 25.—Three weeks ago 
It was thought in some quarters that the 
opening of the war would be speedily fol- 
lowed by a movement of Russian forces 
toward the south, Ping Yang being pick- 
ed as their objective ‘point. The ap- 
pearance later of Russian scouts tn the 
vicinity of Wiju tended to confirm this 
opinion and created the impression that 
there would be an early conflict in that 
vicinity, 

If the Russians ever intended to make 
this movement they have apparently been 
beaten by the rapidly moving Japanese. 
The latter are said to have a large 
enough force to check the Russians, thus 
insuring the possession of Korea as soon 
as they are capable of making an ag- 
gressive northern movement themselves, 
The smal) bodies of mounfta Russians 
who are scouting south of the Yalu river 
speedily withdrew to the northward. 

Heavy snow is falling and the weather 
is bitterly cold. The forces of Japanese 
are going to the front splendidly equipped 
to withstand the cold, but despite their 
preparations both sides will sufier much 
during the next sixty days.

France’s enormous financia) investments 
in Russian funds and enterprises are es- 
timated at close to $2,000,000,000. and it 
is feared that In case of Russian re- 
verses which might threaten the em- 
pire, France may be compelled to go to 
the support. of her Ally. 

There are suspicions as to the motives 
of Great Britain of a character as to 
cause complications in that direction. 
It is strongly intimated that the return 
of the Russian ambassador to Great 
Britain, Count Benckendorff, to St. Pe- 
tersburg was not solely to bid farewell 
to his son, previous to the latter's de- 
parture for the Far East, but that it 
was also to consult with the Russian 
foreign office relative to the British ex- 
pedition to Thibet. 


Russia Angry at Britain. 

The Russian government is angry at 
the language used by Foreign Minister 
Lansdowne as printed in the recent Brit- 
ish blue book on the subject of Thibet, 
and Ambassador Benckendorff may re- 
ceive instructions to reply in kind, if ex- 
change on the subject continues, 

The conditions in the Balkans are also 
considered extremely @ritical and alto- 
gether the diplomats feel that if the dan- 
ger of a general conflagration is to be 
avoided every energy should be directed 
not only to Iimiting the sphere of oper- 
ations, but toward an attempt at media- 
tion. They are discussing the subject 
with great carnestness. It is not be- 
lieved t Russia will be disposed, while 
smafting under the humiliation of defeat, 
to accept intervention; but once a vueci- 
sive victory is achieved, the diplomats 
are inclined to belleve that owing to the 
ezar’s sincere aversion to war, he will 
welcome good offices. 

The Novoe Vremya declares Great 
Britain’s failure to protest against the 
violation of the neutrality of Korea, 
whose inviolability was guaranteed by 
the Anglo-Japanese treaty, proves that 
the treaty was directed solely against 
Russia.

MOSCOW, February 25.—The 
most sacred image in Russia has 
been sent to St. Petersburg, and 
it will be taken later to the Far 
East, with the army. é 

This image is a representation of 
the Virgin appearing to Saint Ser- 
gius, and f!s always kept at the 
Troitzko monastery. It Is aboit 
one foot square and I{s covered with 
precious stones. The image has a 
remarkable history, It accompanied 
Alexis, Peter the Great and Alex- 
ander I on all thelr campaigns. 

A silver tablet attached to it 
enumerates the battles at which 
the Ikon was present.

ter, went to the chapel of the 
Savior today to pray for Russian 
victory.

T. PETERSBURG, February 

25.— Beyond the bare announce- 
ment from Major General Pflug, the 
chief of staff of Viceroy Alexieff, 
nothing is known here in regard to 
the renewal of the attack on Port 
Arthur by the Japanese fleet. 

The report of Major General Pflug 
ws as follows: 

“The enemy again attacked Port 
Arthur from 1 to3a.m., and was 
repulsed.~ Details follow.” 

This indefinite bulletin was the oc- 
casion of wild scenes of joy in St. 
Petersburg. The people cheered as 
if the entire Japanese fleet had been 
sunk. 

The fact that the Japanese have 
renewed the attack is also interpreted 
here to mean that they are determined 
to bottle up or destroy the Russian 
fleet at Port Arthur in order to give 
themselves freedom for land maneuvers 
to shut off or invest the city, or as a 
feint to cover a movement elsewhere.

This movement of the Japanese endangers not only Viadivostock, but Hart- 
bin and Mukden. Harbin ts the city where the Trans-Siberian road branches 
for Port Arthur and Vliadivostock and is the Ruséian base in the Far East. 
Vast stores of provisions and munitions are gathered there. 

The reported advance of the Japanese toward Kirin seems to indicate that 
they are threatening Harbin. - Kirin is on the railway from Harbin to Port 
Arthur. 

If the Japanese are in force they may easily cut the railway line and com- 
pletely isolate Port Arthur and at the same time force the Russians to concen- 
trate a large force to prevent the capture of Harbin.

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RUSSIAN-REVENCE 
~ON AMERICANS 


Orders for American Goods Have 
Been Countermanded, 


St. Petersburg, February 25.—The irri- 
tation- against the United States on ac- 
count of the suppesed unfriendly attitude 
of that country toward Russia, which 
was slightly noticeable throughout the 
Far Eastern negotiationsy seems to .have 


become daily more pronounced, and, since 


the Vicksburg incident at Chemulpo 
(when the commander of this American 
gunboat is said to have refused>to unite 
with the commanders of other foreign 
warships at Chemulpo to protest against 
the fighting which resulted in the loss of 
the Russian warships Variag and Ko- 
réitz, and-the fact that the Vicksburg 
did not take on board survivors of the 
Russian ships), American business men 
here are really alarmed concerning the 
possible effect upon American trade. 

Within the last few days orders for 
American goods have been countermand- 
ed, the only explanation given being that 
the prospective purchasers did not desire 
to buy American goods under the circum- 
stances. United States Consu] Genera! 
Watts has been appealed to in the case 
of an American firm which did a large 
contract for school supplies, the contract 
having been peremptorily cancelled. 

Orders for the importation of a big con- 
signment of wood pulp have. aiso been 
countermanded, tke intending purchaser 
saying in his letter that he could not 
be expected to do business wit: aAameri- 
cans after the Vicksburg incident. Mr. 
Watts has felt it to be his duty eo, write 
to the state department, pointing out the 
State of public feeling here, and the 
great prospective damage to American 
trac@ unless measures were taken to al- 
lay the irritation. ‘ 

Americans here believe that an official 
explanation of the Vicksburg incident 
would be opportune and have an excel- 
lent effect. The government officially 
has not taken notice of the incident, be- 
ing without direct official advices from 
the Far East on the subject. In govern- 
ment circles, however, it is seen plainly 
Russian susceptibilities have been wound- 
ed, and the fear is expressed that should 
Washington now disregard Russia and 
procure exequaturs for the newly ap- 
pointed American consuls at Mukden and 
Antung from Pekin and attempt to send 
those officials to their posts, a really un- 
pleasant incident wut. ve cremiza. 

Russia does not want to be placed 
in the position of refusing to allow these 
consuls to enter upon their duties, but 
with a state of war existing and com- 
merce at. a standstill, military consid- 
erations are paramount, and Russia might 
consider herself warranted in interpret- 
ing such a course on the part of the 
United States to tbe political rather than 
commercial, the refusaj] of Russia to al- 
low Mr. Morgan, the newly appointed 
American consu] at Port Dalny, tb go to 
hig post at present is based solely on 
the military situation, which may com- 
pel all foreigners to leave Port Dalny. 

The sincere hope is expressed that the 
United States will not embarrass Russia 
further by pressing the question of con- 
sular representation at this time.

Senator’s Eulogy Worth $15,000 to 
Waycross Statién—Mallway and 
Tillman Engage in a Very 


Sharp Sparring 
Match. 


' By Jos: Ohl. 
Washington, February 25.—The appro- 
priation of $15,000 for the continuance 
of the cane sirup experiment station at 
Waycross remains in the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill, although there was some 
disposition on the part of some senators 
to oppose it when the item was reached 
today. 
Senator Bacon, being called upon for 
an. explanation of the work being done 
under this provision, paid a handsome 


tribute to the quality of the Georgia 
product, and argued that the efforts being 
made by the secretary of agriculture and 
his assistants were as much in the in- 
terests of the people of the country at 
large as of the Georgia and other south- 
ern growers of sugar cane. He said he 
knew nothing about the experiment sta- 
tion of his own knowledge, but he did 
know of Georgia sirup, as he had seen it 
made since he was a Child, and had been 
practically raised on it. He argued that 
the Georgia sirup is the best in the 
world, explaining that even the pure 
sirups made elsewhere were made of 
the residuum after the sugar had been 
extracted, whereas in the Georgia product 
.all the sugar is retained. 

The experiments which are being made 
by Secretary Wilson are for the purpose 
of determining the process under which 
the best results could be obtained, with 
a view of esfablishing a standard, and 
this, he thought, was even more to the 
interest of the consumers of the country 
at large than to the. growers, certainly 
as much 80. After the senator's expla- 
nation the appropriation was approved, 
and the bill passed. 

The senate also passed the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bills. 
Transfer of feeds. 

An amendment to the agricultural bill 
suggested by Mr. Heyburn, of Idaho. 
caused an animated diseussion. It con- 
templated supervision of interstate com- 
or seeds fraudulently markeg from 
a debate on paternalism. 
on-a point of order. 

The amendment was supported by 
Messrs. Heyburn and Clark (Wyoming), 
and opposed by Messrs. Tillman. Lodze, 
Hale, Teller, Proctor and Bailey. During 
the. course of his remarks Mr. Tillman 
Said: - 

‘We depend too much on the discretion 
of the present secretary. Some day we'll 
get. a foot in that office, as we have had 
in the past, and the result will be bad. ’ 

Mr. Bailey, in the*eeurse of his re 
marks, said there had been great crit- 
icism of Mr. Cleveland during his admin- 
istration, because the total appropriations 
had reached $348,000,000. The people 
were now paying $600,000,000 without 
uttering much complaint. 

Mr. Bailey also referred to the rural 
free delivery system, saying that $20.- 
000,000 is now being expended to carry 
mail to the people who would prefer to 
go after it. 

Mr. Tillman observed that both par- 
ties are equally chargeable with respon- 
bility for the rural free delivery system, 
“and,” he said, “I want to take equal 
credit for it... He added his conviction 
that the gystem is a great improvement 
Over the old, and said that if Mr. Bailey 
did not consider it a biessing he was 
“badly off.’’

HARDWICK TALKS 
OWRACE PROBLEM 


Georgia Congressman Presents 
His Views in Boston 


He Told of Conditions in the South 
and of What Has Been Done for 
the Negro—His Address Made 
Deep Impression on 
His Audience. 


Boston, February 25.—(Special.)—Con- 
gressman. Hardwick, of Georgia, spoke 
here tonight on the race problem. His 
address was closely followed and at 
points was applauded. 


Mr. Hardwick’s Address. 


Hon. Thomas W. Hardwick, of Georgia, 
Spoke in part as follows: 

“So far as the fifteenth amendment fs 
concerned, it is not believed by the great 
majority of our best-informed lawyers 
and jurists who have given careful 
thought to the subject that any of these 
provisions violate the fifteenth amend- 
ment, and it ts undoubtedly true that 


courts. if they do not violate the fif- 
teenth amendment, they can never be 
held unconstitutional by any court, and 
if they do violate the second clause of the 
fourteenth amendment, the _ states in 
question have merely subjected tihem- 
selves to a possible application c*% the 
penalty imposed in that amendment. a 
penalty almost impossible of enforce- 
ment, for the reasons I have aiveady 
suggested, an das | belleve any congress 
will discover that should be unwise and 
impolitic enough to attempt to exercise 
the discretionary, not mandatory, power 
of article xiv, section 5, by enforciig the 
renalty prescribed in the second section 
of the amendment. 

“What, then, are the objections to ne- 
gro suffrage”? In the first place, the 
same objection that applies to ali hope- 
less ignorance, especially when that ig- 
norance is the possession of a people not 
accustomed to participate in repr‘senta- 
tive government, unacquainted with 
institutions, and uninspired by its tra- 
ditions. 

“Of the more than a million and a half 
negro males of voting age, three-fourths 
of a million of them can neither read nor 
write. Of Alabam@’s 181,000, 55.8 per 
cent are totally illiterate; of Arkansas’ 
88,000, 40.3 per cent are tolally illiterate, 
of Florida's 61,000, 35.9 per cent ore to- 
tally illiterate; of Georgia's 223,00C, 51.4 
per cent are totally illiterate; of Louis- 
fana’s 147,000, 68.7 per cent are to- 
tally illiterate; of Mississippi's 198,- 
0co, 47.5 per, cent afe totally il- 
literate; of North Carolina’s 127,000, 
46.4 per cent are totally illiterate; of 
South Carolina’s 153,000, 50.5 per cent 
are totally illiterate; of Tennessee’s 
112,000, 41.4 per cent are totally illiter- 
ate; of Texas’ 137,000, 37 per cent are 
totally illiterate, and of Virginia's 146,- 
000, 45 per cent are totally illiterate. 

“These figures speak to you more elo- 
quentiy thf any words I can utter, and 
when yot remember that the test of 
literacy and illiteracy, upon which these 
figures are based, !s bare ability to read 
and write, you can get an inkling as to 
what the true condition of ths race in 
the south is on this subject; and when 
you recall that these are statistics taken 
after more than thirty-seven years of 
freedom and education, after the states of 
the south have taxed themselves to ex- 
haustion, and millions of money have 
been poured out by generous northern 
philanthropists, for negro education, you 
will be no longer amas«ed that the south 
has at last rid jtself to a large extent of 
this biack mass of density and ignorance, 
who, in the words of one of the recent 
governors of my state, ‘neither recognize 
the sanctity of the batlot nor realize the 
responsibilties of citizenship.’ 

The Future of the Negro. 


“But it may be inquired, what then of 
the negro? Will you shut in his face the 
door of hope and opportunity? Would you 
deny him all education? By no means, 
‘higher education,’ book learning, fills 
him with ambition and aspirations that 
he can never hope to gratify in the south, 
or anywhere else—it unfits himself for 
sOcial contact with his fellows, and does 
not fit him or procure tor him social 
contact or association with the whites. 
It makes h:m miserable, dissatisfied and 
unhappy—discontented with his lot—cry- 
ing out against what he is bound to con- 
sider an injustice that results from race 
prejudice. The education that he does 
need is the training that will teach him 
the useful arts and trades—that will 
learn him to work intelligently and to 
fill capably the lower and humbler sia- 
tions of life. I have measured my words 
and think I understand their full signifi- 
cance—thoeir absolute truth but gerveg to 
emphasize the magnitude and difficulty 
of the problem. The natural, indeed ir- 
resistible tendency of political equality 
is toward social equality. No two races 
-ha.ve ever yet lived side by side in any- 
thing like equal numbers, on terms of 
political and social equality without 
amalgamation. All history proclaims the 
truth of this doctrine without an excep- 
tion in any age or clime. Amalgamation 
being impossivie so long as the blood of 
manhood flows through Anglo-Saxon 
veins, {t follows that there ean be neither 
politica] nor social equatity; that 4#o long 
aa the two races live together there 
must be the position of superior and 
inferior, and that the white race will de- 
mand and take the superior position is 
beyond controversy. 

“I fear I have already done some slight 
violence in the length of my speech to 
the amenities of the occasion: but if this 
simple message from one of the younger 
but I hope most l]Oyal sons of the south 
shall light the fires of friendly interest in 
a single honest mind here, I ®hall be re- 
pald, for with a fair and full investiga- 
tion of this great question the light will 
come to you and your hearts will go out 
in sympathy and love for the much mis- 
understood white people of the south, 
and they will have your sympathy and 
aid in their earnest and patriotic efforts 
to solve fin justice and in wisdom the 
greatest sodial and politiq:l problem 
that confronts mankind.

McKenzie insisted 
on going down to the field to seo the 
damages, so he could pay for them, On 
the way to the field Ryals claimed that 
his stepfather attacked him with a knife. 
but that he warded off the blow and 
stepped aside to avoid a difficulty. He 
claims that his stepfather overtook him 
later on and crowded him in a fence cor- 
ner and began to cut at him with a knife 
and that in self-defense he drew his pistol 
and shot, the ball entering McKenzie’s 
neck and proving fatal. 

Miss Susie McKenzie, daughter of the 
dead man, was not introduced as a wit- 
ness at the trial, although she testified 
at the preliminary trial. A sensational 
feature of the case was an affidavit from 
Miss McKenzie, read at an application 
for bail in the case before Judge Butt, 
in Columbus, some time ago, in which 
she said that certain dair=zing testimo- 
ny she delivered against her hralf-broth- 
er, Ryals, at the preliminary trial, was 
delivered under duress, her uncje, John 
McKenzie, prosecutor of the case, having 
influenced her to testify as she did.

READY 10 SIGh 


Formal Exchanges Will Occur 
at Washington Today 


President Roosevelt Yesterday Did 
His Part of Work, and It Will 
Be Completed by Secretary 
tp. fsa aes Commission 

h. “ Completed. 


Washington, February 25.—President 
Roosevelt today signed the ratifications 
to be exchanged between the United 
States and the republic of Panama on 
the isthmian canal treaty. The exchanges 
will be made at the state department be- 
tween Secretary’ Hay for the United 
States and Mr. Bunau-Varilla, the min- 
ister of Panama. The president himself 
does not sign a treaty. Subsequently a 
proclamation will be issued by the presi- 
dent announcing the conclusion of the 
convention and putting it Into effect. 

Senator Kittredge, of South Dakota, a 
member of the committee on interoceanic 
canals, was present when the president 
sizned the documents of ratification and 
Was presented with the pen used by the 
president. 

President Roosevelt has completed the 
personnel of the isthmian canal com- 
mission. Assurances have been received 
by the president that C. Ewald Grunsby 
the San Francisco hydraulic engineer, 
will accept, although his formal accept- 
ance has not been received. Senator Per- 
kins, of California, said there was no 
foubt of Mr. Grunsby’s acceptance. 

It is probable that the seventh mem- 
ber of the commission will be Benjamin 
M. Harrod, of New Orleans, a member of 
the Misssissippi river commission. Some 
charges were made against Mr. Harrod, 
Mmvolving his capacity rather than his In- 
tegrity, but thus far they are not taken 
very seriously by the president. It is 
known the president has received from 
excellent sources the most cordial com- 
mendation of Mr. Harrod and his ability 
and it is entirely likely his name will re- 
main on the Hist. 

The president intends that the membefs 
shall be well paid for their services, but 
the compensation is not yet determined. 
Offices of the commission wil] be main- 
tained in Washington, but much of the 
time of the members will be spent neces- 
garily on the actual scene of their work. 
The probability seems now to be that the 
president will send the appointments of 
the members of the commission to the 
eenate tomorrow. 


To Transfer Canal Concession. 

Paris, February 25.—Conversations 
myhich have occurred between M. Bo, 
president of the Panama Canal Company, 
and Ambassador Porter, show that in 
the opinion of the former no obstacle 
will be placed in the way of the transfer 
of the concession to the United States.

Make Additions Absolutely 
Necessary 


TWELVE STORIES IN AL 


TO BE IN THE STRUCTURE 


Foundations and Superstructure 
Were Constructed with View To 
Making Additions — Great 
Demand for Space in 
All Buildings. 


Four more stories will be added to the 
Peters building and it will be converted 
into a twelve-story structure and be one 
of the handsomest of Atlanta’s office 
buildings. 

The addition will cost about $50,000 and 
will be made some time during the pres- 
ent year. As a result the Peters build- 
ing will have one-third more office space 
than at present.

As a matter of fact every office building 
in Atlanta is filled and the demand for 
offices in modern bufldings is considerable 
greater than the supply. It is expected 
that the completion of the new Fulton 
building will relieve the situation some- 
what, and for that reason it is not the In- 
tention of the Messrs. Peters to enlarge 
their building until after the completion 
of the Fulton building. 

Mr. Peters Talks. 

‘Tt Is true,’’ said E. C. Peters yester- 
day, ‘that my two brothers and myself 
have found it necessary to make plans 
for the enlargement of our eight-story 
structure on the Whitehall street viaduct. 
We regret now that we did not build 
twelve stories at first. The addition can 
be made with very little trouble since all 
the foundations and the superstructure 
was built with the idea in view of con- 
vetting the structure into a twelve-story 
structure. All that will be necessary will 
be the addition of the four stories and 
the foundations will remain the game.”’ 

The interview was interrupted by an 
applicant for office space. 

“That is the fourth applicant that has 
called upon me this morning,’’ continued 
Mr. Peters. ‘‘I told him every office was 
taken and he wanted to know if there 
would be an opening by March ! or 15 
and I was compelled to reply in the nega- 
tive.’” 

The demand for space in the modern 
office buildings that has. made it neces- 
sary for the Messrs. Peters to add to the 
size of their building is one of the many 
hundred other indications of Atlanta’s 
continued growth and progress.

Boston Manager of Ameri- 
can Surety Company Is 
Accused. 


Boston, February 25.—Wa}lace H. Ham, 
manager of the American Surety Com- 


pany’s branch here, was arrested today 


on larceny charges, the total amount in- 
volved being $104,000, according to Chief 
Inspector Watts. The American Surety 
Company is a new concern. It is alleged 
that Ham has appropriated the sum 
named by converting to his own use va- 
rious amounts during the year. 

Ham learned that a warrant had been 
issued for his arrest and when the in- 
spector called at his office he had dis- 
appeared. Later, however, he returned 
and notified the police that he was ready 
to answer any charge against him. He 
was arrested. He is 48 years of age, is 
married and has several] children. 

Although the sum named in the warrant 
was $104,000, the American Surety Com- 
pany, in a statement issued this after- 
noon, said that the net shortage was 
$190,000, and that the amounts of St. 
Luke Home for Convalescents and of St. 
Pau] church, this city, of each of which 
Ham wastreasurer, was affected as well as 
those of the surety company, The state- 
ment follows: 

“The net shortage of Wallace H. Ham, 
who is treasurer of the St. Luke Home 
for Convalescents, treasurer for St. Paul 
church, this city, and manager for the 
American Surety Company, of New York, 
js about $190,000 in the three accounts, 
but the amount chargeable to each cannot 
be accurately stated until final audit of 
the three accounts. The American Surety 
Company of New York has forthwith, 
by direction of its executive committee, 
caused the arrest of Wallace H. Ham, 
and has already charged off out of its 
surplus of $2,048,181, its estimated pro- 
portions.”

‘But the environment is all that has 
changed. Though we live in a commer- 
cial age, No man can live without friends.

Mr. Bangs prefaced his address with a 
few humorous remarks, saying: “I have 
an, affection of the heart which some- 
times troubles me. When my good friend, 
Hamilton Douglas, just now announced 
that I was here, and then stated that 
we were to have a song, I nearly fell out 
of my chair. .Even after I found out 
that it was Brother Pearson who was 
to sing, my heart remained weak. In 
fact, it hasn't gotten quite into the right 
place yet. But if I stay in Georgia long 
enough I know it will get back al] right, 
for a man can’t live in Georgia unless 
his heart is in the right place.” 

Mr. Bangs then took up the different 
departments of the order of which he 
is the supreme head.

“Tt belong to several’ other secret or- 
ders myself, and they are all good; but 
compared to the Knights of Pythias, they 
are like the rest of the south compared 
to Atianta. The Knights of Pythias and 
Atlanta are the rea] thing.”

When the pope heard Mr. Low's name 
he remembered «him immediately and 
pointed to a table on which lay the en- 
grossed resolutions, bound in black mo- 
rocco and mounted with silver, sent at 
the time of the death of Pope Leo. The 
pontiff congratulated Mr. Low, saying he 
knew that although he was not a Cath- 
olic, he was a good Christian, and gave 
each of the visitors his hand to kiss. 

The pope then gave the Americans his 
benediction and blessing, and extended 
it to the members of their families, add- 
ing: 

“This blessing comes 
heart.’ 

While tears came to his eyes, affecting 
those present, the pope exclaimed: 

“I must give you something,’ and bhe- 
gan rumaging in his drawers among pa- 
pers and other things.

Criticism: ‘Economy and Boll Weevil. 
The New York Times calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there has devel- 
oped a curious opposition to the ap- 
propriation of money for the agricul- 
tural work of the government, and 
then goes on to suggest more than it 
Says by hinting that the same spirit 
of opposition and criticism is some- 
times directed at our colleges, and 
at our system of public education. 

The Constitution has frequently 
had occasion to do what it could to 
allay this spirit in Georgia and in the 
south. This state has an agricul- 
tural department, and likewise a 
geological bureau, and the attacks 
on these have been constant. Some- 
times the attacks are credited to a 
spirit of economy, and sometimes 
they are based on the supposed use- 
lessness of the departments. 

The criticism that seeks to tear 
down and destroy is absolutely 
worthless, and the man who feels 
that he would be happier if he could 
destroy something the usefulness of 
Which fails to appeal to his reason, 
would do well to search his mind 
carefully; and while he is doing this, 
he should call in the family doctor. 
There is sure to be something wrong 
with him either in the recesses of his 
mental apparatus, or in some of the 
cells and tissues of his anatomy. 

The Constitution, before now, has 
had occasion to criticise our public 
school system on account of its lack 
of general efficiency; but that was 
for the purpose of curing defects and 
for bringing it as pear perfection as 
can be done with the slender re- 
sources that are available. Our de- 
sire has been that the work should 
ZO On under more vorable aus- 
pices, and that those ‘who are re- 
sponsible for it should be all the 
time reaching out for perfection, even 
though they fail to achieve it. 

The agricultural department of the 
government has done, and is capable 
of doing, an immense amount of 
good, but it stands to reason that its. 
best work is done in those states 
where it can receive the assistance 
and cooperation of men who have 
been trained in state agricultura) de- 
partments. In a smaller field the 
state departments are doing great 


‘good. They are encouraged by the 


agricultural department at Wasgh- 
ington and they add to their own ex: 
perience thit of the investigators and 
experts who have more money at 
their command—though the “more” 
is not as much as it should be. 

Even Russia, which we have re- 
cently come to regard as a nation of 
barbarians, expends for agricultural 
purposes 4 cents per acre of tillable

lands, while our own government, 
which is fondly supposed to represent 
the flower of civilization and the 
odorous blom of progress, expends 
Only 1.3 cents. Moreover, the agri- 
cultural -department of the govern- 
ment now has in hand a problem 
that is of the greatest importance to 
the south. It has been demonstrated 
that neither commiunities nor states, 
in our present state of ignorance and 
lack of equipment, can hope to cope 
with the terror of the boll weevil. 

It is not too much to say that the 
whole south is threatened with this 
pest, and unless the government ex- 
perts find some remedy, and the 
means to apply the, remedy after it 
is found, we shall have the utmost 
difficulty in raising cotton. In the 
southwest the boll weevil has already 
made its appearance in the cotton 
fields, and has already reached Lou- 
isiana in its eastward march; and it 
may happen that the various gricul- 
tural bureaus of the states, working 
in cooperation with the bureau of the 
general government, will be the 
means of saving millions of dollars to 
the farmérs of this section.

Editor Constitution: I was surprised on 
reading your editorial in Monday's Con- 
stitution, on ‘“‘Anti-Spitting Ordinances,” 
to learn that Atlanta has an anti-spitting 
ordinance, but on being so informed I 
am ready to agree with you that it is 
indeed a ‘“‘deadg letter” in Atlanta. 

On a recent visit to your thriving city 
I was disgusted with the filthy condition 
of the sidewalks, made so by expectora- 
tion. The habit of spitting on the side- 
walks, in street cars, and jn public places 
is an outrage on decency and a menace 
to health: The law prohibiting it should 
be enforced. 

Not suspecting that you had such an 
ordinance, I was prompted to write you 
on the subject, and to commend to you 
the example of my own city, Chattanoo- 
ga, in enacting and enforcing an anti- 
spitting ordinance. The cleanliness of 
our sidewalks since the ordinance was 
passed is evidence that such an ordinance 
can be made very effective with the righ, 
kind of an officer behind it, and the help 
of the city press. Three very effective 
agencies are used here to stop the evil. 

The wide publicity given the matter 
by our daily papers. 

Warning notices posted all over the city 
and in street cars. 

Last, but not least, an idea adopted by 
our chief of police in supplying the offi- 
cers with cards containing a polite re- 
quest, ‘“‘not to spit on the sidewalk,”’ and 
calling attention to the city ordinance. 
These cards are handed out to the way- 
farer as well as would-be offenders. An 
occasional arrest of offenders is found 
also to have a good effect here. 

The anti-spitting ordinance is a good 
thing for any city, and it would be a 
source of gratification to all if such a 
good and wholesome law can be enforced. 

In conclusion I will cite you to Los 
Angeles, Cake where I saw the 
anti-spitting ordinance strictly enforced 
In the interest of sanitation.

The 
escapng gas soon caught from ohe of the 
lighted jets in the room, and a blaze 
was licking upward in the room. 

Mr. Greene and Mr. Harper, who were 
on the first floor of the building, smelled 
smoke, and hurried into the basement 
to ascertain the cause. They located it 
at once and gave the alarm. 

The gas was cut off from the vuilding 
at the meter and a few buckets of water 
sufficed to extingu:sh the blaze without 
the aid of the fire department. 

The destruction of the city hall by 
fire yesterday afternoon would have 
caused the destruction of the records of 
the municipaiity that are in the plunder 
room of the basement, because the work 
of cleaning and assorting them, although 
now in progress, has only fairly com- 
menced, and many of the records are 
still in the Tesement. These include the 
originals of the ordinances and resolu- 
tions adopted by counc.] between the 
years 1848 and i889. The minutes of 
council! for the entire period and all 
records later than 1889 are already in 
the fire-proof vaults.

LARGE REWARD 
FOR MURDERER 


Coast Line Anxious To Cap- 
ture the Slayer of L. A. 
Murray. 


A reward of $1,250 is offered for the 

man who assassinated L. A. 
section foreman of the At- 
near Walthourvililie, 
shortly after noon on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 23. This is, perhaps, as large, if 
not a larger reward, as wus ever offered 
for the apprehension of a murderer in 
Georgia. 

An account of the crime has already 
been published in The Constitution. Mur- 
ray, who was in charge of a section gang 
of five men, was fired upon from ambush 
and killed. The men under him, all 
or whom were negroes, then took to the 
woods.

TOBACCO GROWERS OF SOUTH. 


Commissioner Yerkes Says They 
Should Be Relieved. 

Washington, February 25.—At a hear- 
ing today before the house ways and 
means internal revenue, Commiseioner 
Yerkes said he saw no reason why re- 
lief should not be extended to the to- 
bacco growers of the south by removing 
the tax of 6 cents a pound on leaf to- 
bacco. This would allow the grower to 
sell hig product to a merchant or any 
one else, although Mr. Yerkes said that if 
this tobacco should be sold to a manu- 
facturer the tax should be charged. This 
condition is contained in a pending bill 
introduced by Representative Gaines, of 
Tennessee. 

E. M. Flach, of Hopkinsville, Ky., and 
ex-Representative Washington, ex-presi- 
defit of the Robinson, Tenn. Tobacco 
Growers’ Association, told the committee 
there was no great distrese in the black 
tobacco belt of Kentucky, where 1!,000,-

there seemed to be a combination among 
the foreign buyets which kept the price 
very low. If the internal revenue tax 
was removed it would develop a domestic 
market for this tokacco, it was believed.

MEETING A SUCCESS 
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DR. G. W. NASH, 
Of Pierre, Superintendent 
Schools of South Dakota. 
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PROFESSOR J. C. FANT, 
Of Meridian, Miss, 
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Two Prominent Figures in the Convention Which Adjourned Yes-3 
terday. $ 
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Two Important Sessions Wer 
Held by Superintendents 
Yesterday, 


With the close of the aftetfeon ses- 
gion yesterday the annual convention of 
the department of superintendence of the 
National Educational Association, held in 
Atlanta, was brought to a _ successful 
close. 

And the last words of the last speakers 
_of the last session were expressions of 
praise for the Atlanta and Georgia hos- 
pitality that had been so greatly enjoyed 
during their visit to the Gate City of the 
Bouth. There was no mistaking the sin- 
cerity of these expressions and the fact 
that the delegates had enjoyed their 
stay was further proved ky the informal 
reception that was held in the audito- 
rium and foyers of the Grand opera 
house after the session. 

It was at this time that invitations for 
@ return to Atlanta were given and ac- 
cepted in great numbers, the while prom- 
ises were made to visit the homes of 
the delegates in other parts of the union, 
The weather, too, was commented on very 
generally and pronounced to be the near- 
est perfect of any that had ever graced 
@ convention in the history of the depart- 
ment. In this same connection when Dr. 
John W. Cooley, of Chicago, the presi- 
dent-elect of the department, was call- 
ed upon, he asked all of those present to 
e@ttend the next annua! meeting in Mil- 
waukee, where, while it Was true ‘that 
the balmy air of Atlanta and the stimu- 
lating sunshine of Georgia might be miss- 
ed, there were other stimulants for which 
Milwaukee was justly famous. This 
pleasantry was greeted with much ap- 
plause. 

The committee on resolutions reported 
in which the present public echool system 
for the education of all regardless of race 
or religion was indorsed. Better sala- 
ries for teachers, longer terms for rural 
schools, good roads and every help for 
the best of training for the heart, head 
and hand of all American children were 
recommended. 

To Governor Terrell, of Georgia, Mayor 
Howell and the city council of Atlanta, 
the Woman’s Club of the city, the rail- 
coads for special considerations never be- 
fore granted, the generosity of the press 
end the hospitality of al) the citizens, 
sincerest thanks were extended. These 
resolutions were passed unanimously, af- 
ter which Major Slaton in a happy man- 
rer thanked all of the delegates for the 
great pleasure they had conferred on the 
city and wished them Godspeed to all of 
their distant homes. 

Thomas M. Balliet Speaks. 

Thomas M. Balliet, of Springfield, Mass., 
was the first speaker on the programme 
at the afternoon session. Choosing as 
his subject “The Organization of a Sys- 
tem oft Evening Schools,” he said in 
part: 

“The purpose of the public day schoo!s 
is to provide a general training in ine 
fundamental elements of all education 
for children and youth whose chief em- 
ployment is to go to school, while that 
of a system of evening schools must be 
to meet the special educational needs of 
adults who are engaged in day time in 
gainful occupations and with whom. fur- 
ther education must be incidental to their 
daily work. The training given in such 
schools must therefore be far more spe- 
cialized than that of the day schools. No 
system of evening schools can be made 
successful unless the instruction is made 

ractical and the etudent is made to real- 
ze that it will fit him to do better his 
daily work. Evening schools must there- 
fore be malzgly vocational as compared 
with day schools. 

“Systems of evening schools have been 
organized on a much larger scale in Euro- 
pean countries than in our own, and they 
are chiefly itndtistrial in character. In 
the city of Berlin alone there are twenty- 
eight euch schools, attended by over 
twenty-five thousand students. They are 
found in England, Belgium, France. Aus- 
tria and in all the states of the German 
empire.

keeping, stenOgraphy, English and other 
commercial branches. Such schools 
should be closely affiliated with or form 
& part of the evening high school. 

‘There should be in every city a scnuu 
for the teaching of freehand drawing, de- 
signing, modeling and carving, sign paint- 
ing, and other forms of industrial aft for 
which there may be a demand in the 
community. This type of schoo! is found 
all over Europe in large numbers, while 
it is comparatively rate in our own coun- 
try. 

“There should be organized in every 
city evening classes in cooking, in sew- 
ing and dressmaking and in millinery. 

‘Last, but not least, politics and fa- 
voritism in the appointment of teach- 
ers must be eliminated before we can 
liave successful evening schools. Few 
citleg are free from thege evils. 

R. H. Halsey’s Address. 

“University Extension for Teachers in 
Service’’ was the subject of a paper by 
R. H. Halsey, of Oshkosh, Wis. He 
said: 

“The necessity for systematic effort 
on the part of teachers in service to con- 
tinue their studies, both professional and 
academic, is very generally recognized. 
Too frequently a teacher’s time is mo- 
nopol.zed by her school duties, not only 
during school hours, but during the 
evening as well. School officials must 
recognize that it is wise to adjust schoo]' 
work so that the teacher need not carry 
it to her home, this for the sake of both 
the teacher and the school. 

“Teachers find it much easier to carry 
on their studies under such guidance as 
the university can furnish. The move- 
ment for university extension for teach- 
ers originates with the teachers. In eight 
large cities classes have been organized 
by the'university especially for teachers. 
About 3,500 teachers are enrolled in such 
classes. Five of these institutions report 
that the majority of teachers in these 
classes are pursuing academic rather 
than professional a Regular at- 
tendance and examinations in such 
classes are required in all but one of 
these institutions, and full credit toward 
a degree is given in all but two. 

“The university recognizes that next 
to its own student body it can exercise 
its most powerful influence through its 
teachers’ classes. It keeps thus in cloge 
touch with the public schools. Higher 
ideals of scholarship and broader views 
of life are thus kept before the schools.’’ 


Free Lecture System. 

The paper of Dr. Henry M. Leipziger, 
of New York city, on “Adult Education 
as Represented by the Free Lecture 
System,” includéd the following important 
points: 

“Adult education is the crown of school 
extension. The belief :n the need of pop- 
ular education for the safety of a 
democracy makes provision for adult edu- 
cation a necessity. Only 6 per cent of 
the population of our land receive other 
than elementary education, and as the 
character of our civic and national life 
depends on the intelligence of our citi- 
zens, the broadening of the mind of the 
citizen is a wise tindertaRing for the 
State. In New York city adult educa- 
tion forms an integral part of its educa- 
tional system; it is known generally as 
the free lecture course, as the lecture 
forms the medium of instruction. It was 
begun as an experiment :n 1889; lectures 
were given in six school houses, and the 
total attendance during the first season 
was about 20,000. In 
given in 130 places, many of these places 
being halls outside of school houses, and 
the total attendance of about a million 
and a quarter was reached. The subjects 
of the courses of lectures include: Travel, 
physiology, hygiene, history, civics, art, 
science, literature and education. 

“Adult education carried on in this 
way increases the usefulness of the pub- 
lic library, prepares intelligent visitors 
to~the museums of science and art. and 
more valuable than all, enlarges the num- 
ber ,of those who are interested in the 
proper development of the pwhblic school. 
It increases the value of the school 
house decause it is utilized to a larger 
extent and makes it not alone a nursery 
for children, but a place of intelligent 
resort for men and women. 

“A free lecture course should form part 
of the educational system of every town 
and city in this country. The school plant 
is there. In every city there is abundant 
talent that would delight in taking part 
in so broadening a movement and the 


, addition to the enjoyment of life by the 


citizens as a result would be incalcu- 


labie.”’ 
Miss Whitney’s Paper. 

What proved to be one of the most 
interesting papers of the convention was 
that of Miss Evangeline E. Whitney, 
district superintendent of schools of New 
York city. Miss Whitney took as her 
subject “‘Vacation Schools, Play Grounds 
and Reereation Centers.”” In a helpfully 
entertaining. way she ‘to:d of the great 
amount of od accomplished in this 
direction in r home city. 

In her description of a day in the lives 
of 300,000 schools children of New. York, 
she held the closest attention of her every 
listener.

| teachers who were called upon to in- 
struct children speaking as many as 
twenty-three languages in a single school. 

She described at considerable length the 
€reat amount of good accomplished dur- 
ing the hot weather in the night sessions 
held on the roofg ef many school houses, 
when the poor came to be helpfully in- 
structed and entertained, She also spoke 
of the work done by the Boys’ Club, 
which was organized twenty-two years 
ago with a membership of six and had 
grown to be a power in the city, with a 
membership of over 65,000. In many séec- 
tions th.s had had the effect of trans- 
forming the “gang’’ and making useful 
citizens out of children who would have 
otherwise in all] probability found their 
end in jails or other public institutions. 

She also emphasized the fact that chil- 
dren of different tongues were brought 
together through the :nstitution of puDlic 
play grounds, cub roams and gym- 
nasiums, and in this way learned the 
English language in the playing of games 
much more rapidly than they could in 
any other way. As for the amount of 
moral good that was accomplished in this 
way by taking the children of the streets 
away from the streets and their influ- 
ence, the good could hardly be estimated. 

B. E. Nelson, of Lincoln, Ills., was the 
last speaker. In a few words he hearti‘y 
indorsed the work outlined by M:ss Whit- 
ney, and said that he considered it the 
greatest and most beneficial mission work 
in framing the plastic minds of children 
to be found anywhere in the world. 

Morning Session. 

‘The Superintendent a Man of Affairs,”’ 
was the subject of the first paper at the 
morning session, by William H. Maxwell, 
superintendent of public schools at New 
York city. Professor Maxwell believed 
that the superintendent should secure 
all of the natural and constitutional 
rights connected with his office. He 
should secure the proper kind and an 
adequate number of teachers. He should 
create conditions under’which the teach- 
ers entrusted to his charge should be 
able to do their best work. The principle 
is the same in the large city and the 
town. While the superintendent fn the 
large city is administrative the superin- 
tendent of the smaller place has the ad- 
vantage of coming in closer contact. with 
the teachers under their charge. 

The superintendent should work for 
such legislation as requires all children 
to go to school, and to prevent the greed 
of certain parents in placing their chil- 
dren at work at an early age. He should 
also secure teachers of high scholarship, 
able to teach much more than is con- 
tained between the covers of the text 
books. He believed that college train- 
Ing was a great advantage in supplying 
the theory needed, but the practical work 
that comes with experienge in the schoo! 
room wag also necessary. 

As an incentive to self-advancement, 
some method’ of promotion without so- 
cial, political or religious pull. The one 
man power of superintendents was very 
liable to be dangerous, which should be 
offset by competitive examinations. 

The four conditions a superintendent 
Should create for good work are accum- 
modation, salary, the selection of work 
best. suited for the teacher, and profes- 
sional ethics. Schools should be com- 
fortable and commodlous, and no instruc- 
tor should be required to teach more 
than thirty pupils. These schools should 
be well lighted and equipped, and in 
large cities, so distributed as to meet the 
convenience of the children. All these 
things are the direct duty of the super- 
intendent. 

The average salary of the man teacher 
all over the country is $49.05 per month. 
That of the woman teacher $39.77. Can 
a teacher be cheerful and do his or her 
best work when bound down by the chill 
of penury that freezes the warm current 
of the soul. The teacher should receive 
proper. remuneration and a pension in 
old age. The teacher should have 4 
salary that will permit travel, study and 
mingling in the society of helpful minds. 
The code of ethics for teachers at best 
enjoins never ending devotion to work. 
All in all, the superintendent should not 
be merely a schoolmaster, but a staces- 
man as well. By conferences, by co- 
operation, by gaining the confidence of 
the people, the superintendent should be 
a broad-minded man of affairs. 

The paper of Professor Maxwell was 
followed by a short talk from Seymour 
A. Mynders, state superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, Nashville, Tenn. Profes- 
sor Mynders heartily emphasized all of 
the points made in the paper, and added 
that he considered politics in its highest 
sense, was one of the essential requisites 
for the superintendent. He should be a 
politician in the securing of the proper 
legislation for the best interests of the 
school work. In this way he should be a 
man among men, mixing with the peupie 
at all times, and so gaining their confi- 
dence and respect that they will give at- 
tention to what he may term the crying 
needs of education. 

Special Departments. 

“The Management of Spectal Depart- 
ments, such as Manual Training,’ was 
the subject of an «@teresting paper py 
C. N. Kendall, supem§tendent of schools 
of Indianapolis, Ind. ~ Professor Kendall 
spoke of the marvelous strides that had 
been made in the branches of technical 
training, and said that the best results 
in this direction could only be obtained 
through the cooperation of all the teach- 
ers of every department: It was 
also essential that public’ sentiment 
should be aroused to the  exigen- 
cies and needs of maintaining. He 
considered one of its greatest ben- 
efits that of helping in the education 
of other branches. Its practicability was 
its best guarantee, and in the using of 
tools came the practical use of figures. 

One of the greatest lessons taught by 
manual training was the making of 
things ornamental, as well as useful. The 
value of art in practical life and the 
workaday world is becoming more and 
more accepted as a great essential] to the 
best results. For this reason manual 
training was performing a great mission 
in the world’s work.

SENATORSHIP IS CLAIMED 
BY BOTH COBB ANDCLAYTON 


, 
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Text of the Resolution That Was Adopted by the 
Convention of 1898--Judge Russell in Race 
for Chief Justice. - 


OTH Cobb and Clayton counties are 
RB laying claim to the thirty-fifth dis- 
trict senatorship this time and the 
contest promises to be an interesting one, 
In accordance with the agreement 
reached at the senatorial convention of 
1898, at which R. T. Nesbitt, of Cobb, 
was nominated, the. senatorship for the 
two ensuing terms was given to Fulton 
county. Fulton now having had the sena- 
torship for these two terms, there is now 
a question raised as to whether Cobb or 


| Clayton ts entitled to the senatorship this 


year, and both counties have come for- 
ward with candidates. 

Hon. Alfred Blalock, of Clayton county, 
has announced himself as a candidate for 
the senate from the Whirty-fifth. Yeater- 
day's Marietta Journal contains the an- 
nouncement of Hon. D. W. Blair, of Mari- 
etta, as a candidate for the senatorship. 
Mr. Blair, who is a law partner of Sena- 
tor Clay, asserts in his announcement 
that it is Cobb county’s turn under the 
rotation system as solemnly agreed upon. 
Mr. Blalock’s friends claim that Clayton 
Is entitled to it, and that if any such 
agreement was made it Is not binding. 

The question was. brought up in the 
senatorial convention of 1902, held on 
June 10. At this convention an effort 
was made by the delegates from Clayton 
county to get the convention th construe 
the resolutions which were adopted in 


‘1898, as giving Clayton the senatorsnip 


in 1904. The convention declined to con- 
sider the matter on the grownd that the 
resolutions were clear.and unmistakable, 
whereupon the delegates from Clayton 
placed in nomination for the senatorship 
J. L. H. Waldrup ang the two votes of 
that county went to him, Fulton's six and 
Cobb’s four votes going to Mr. Howell, 
who was thus renominated to serve a sec~- 
ond term 

The resolutions in question were intro- 
duced by Hon. E. P. Dobbs, of Cobb 
county, in the senatorial convention of 
1898, held June !7, and were adopted. 
That was the convention that nominated 
Nesbitt, of Cobb. They were reaffirmed 
by the convention of 1900. These resolu- 
tions, under which both counties are now 
claiming the senatorship, are as follows: 

“Whereas, This convention has adopted 
resolutions contemplating the rearrange- 
ment of the thirty-fifth senatorial Nstrict 
sd that the county of Fulton shall con- 
stitute said district. Therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the members of this 
convention use all the efforts to secure 
the passage of a bill carrying the pur-

“Resolved, That should said bill fail to 
become a law, and should the delegates 
from Fulton county to this convention

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preciate elements of strength and of 
weakness in the teaching staff.

“The assistant should lead and inspire 
the teachers. He should foster esprit de 
corps in the ranks, and shou.d use every 
possible means to make the poor good, 
and the good superior. His time should be 
at the service of new, young or inexpert- 
enced teachers; his grade meetings should 
aim to secure unity, but not uniformity; 
his suggestions, criticisms and confer- 
ences should help to raise the standard in 
individual rooms; he should suggest such 
modifications in the course of study as 
his observation leads him to believe are 


desirable. 

“The effect of a supervisor on the 
schools depends not on his method, but 
on his attitude toward his profession 
and toward his fellow-workers, Teachers 
appreciate the sympathetic ‘spirit; and 
the visitor who brings it is welcome, as 
are his praises, his suggestions, or his 
criticisms. 

“Lastly, the assistant should quicken 
the pupils’ interest and efforts; he should 
cooperate with the special teachers to 
secure gatisfactory results In thelr sub- 
jects, and he should always aim to pro- 
mote public interest in our  pubiie 
schools.”’ 

Miss Celestia S. Parrish, of Athens, 
Ga., was the last speaker at the morning 
session, She used as her subject, ‘‘The 
Teacher Beneficiary or V.ctim.’’ Thero 
was no mistaking the fact that this 
paper was one of the most enjoyable of 
the session. Miss Parrish sketched in a 
most entertaining way two kinds of ®u- 
perintendents. Under one kind, the prog- 
ressive, enterprising. Kind, she proved 
most conclus:vely that the teacher and 
the work of education greatly benefited 
by such tntercourse.

Judge Rosser believes that the county 
should have thesé records and will make 
an effort at the meéting next Wednesday 
to have the commissioners take some ac- 
tion.

Here large Phila- 
delphia spot intterésts were active buyers 
of May’and July. New Orleans, too, sent 
buying orders after the first ten or fifteen 
minutes, while houses with Liverpool 
connections were also operating on long 
accounts. This rallied the market in spite 
of continued opposition from the farmer 
local bull leaders, who was reported to 
be selling opénly, and prices advanced to 
a net gain of 26@30 points on the more 
active months with May reaching 14.28 
and July 14.23, while March ruled dull 
@nd neglected around 13.85. Estimated 
receipts for tomorrow were very light 
helping in the advance, but reports reach- 
ing here from the south indicate rather a 
less pressing demand for spot cotton at 
the receipt advances and the continued 
opposition of leading interests here un- 
settled the room, who shortly before mid- 
day started a selling movement that car- 
ried prices down to last night’s level.
